LINDA’S LEGACY. 


It was one of those strong affections 
which sometimes exist between the old and 
the young, and which seems to shake the 
theory of natural inheritance.

Hewas the Boanerges of his society, 
and his thunder was formidable. 
But 
L uda had somehow learned the secret of 
keeping peace with him, aud never since 
their first acquaintance had there been a 
cross word between them 
Tilings went on comfortably enough for 
some years, v h er, cue summer—Linda 
being away nursing a sick sister—it is to 
be supposed the heat mounted to the old 
master a brain, for he broke nut like a tor­ 
nado against a certain Mrs. Law, and the 
qurrel became so embittered, and the old 
man put himself so much iu the wrong by 
his passion and violence, that he was forced 
to leave Fairthld and go over to Tours, 
where his family and certain of his fnouds 
lived. 
For he b a ils wife and children 
all the time ; only, for sundry reasons 
which may well bs imagined and need not 
be particularized, he aud they found it 
more agreeable to have the sea between 
them than to live under one roof. 
Now, ¡ 
ho^pver, whcu his own home had tumbled 
about his ears, he was forced to rub should­ 
ers with theirs. 
And so it came to pass 
that, Linda being still held by her duty to 
her sick sister, these two dear friends never 
met again, and only letters of adieu took 
the place of the daughterly devotion and 
fatherly protection which had been the rule 
of life between them. 
At Tours lived a certain obscure, but 
ambitious, and, for the m atter of that, ec­ 
centric painter called Maze. 
This worthy 
had ideas, truly, but he expressed them in 
Buch hideous colors and with such extra­ 
ordinary contortions of lines and limbs, 
that very few could understand what his 
pictures meant whcu they were done. 
He

painter at Tours. 
When the time came for the old man 
to go over to the majority, and while 
he 
had 
still 
streagth 
enough 
to 
arrange his affairs according to his will, 
he called 
Maze 
to 
him 
and 
Baid, 
Maze, you have been uncommonly civil 
and attentive to me ; and, by the Lord, 
sir, I am half inclined to believe that you 
are sincere.” 
“ Make the half whole, M r.W alters, and 
then you will square the circle," said Maze, 
who affected as much oddity in his speech 
as in hia painting. 
Well, I w ill; I am going to trust you,” 
said Mr. W alters. 
“ Bring mo that box, 
there in the corner, and take out what you 
tind in it. 
One, two, three, four,” he 
added, as Maze took out one by one those 
bits of rare oid plate which the master had 
picked up with so much enthusiasm, cher­ 
ished with so much care aud the revision of 
which was a m atter of so much anxious 
thought to so many friends. 
“ Now pack 
these carefully and address tho box to my 
little daughter Linda. 
The others I give 
to Dashc and .Star," 
“ Yes, sir,” slid Maze, glibly as to 
tongue, heavily as to h e art; for nothing 
was assigned to him -not a cup, not a vase 
—and he had spent his time and some of 
his not over fat substance in earwigging the 
old gentlemaL, hoping for a substantial so­ 
latium when all was over. 
And now he 
saw himself cut out by a little girl whom 
he did not know and of whose friendship 
with the master he was, as well as some 
others, mortally jealous. 
“ Dear little Linda !” said Mr. Walters, 
faintly; “ she was always a good and du­ 
tiful daughter to m e; the never angered 
me, never crossed me, and I want her to 
have something by which to remember her 
old father to the end of her life. 
Are 
those cups well packed. Maze ?” 
Yes, sir; perfectly. 
No chance of being bruised or battered 
or shaken out by the way ?—no chance of 
those thieves of the Custom house putting 
their roving fingen in, to the pulling out 
a stray plum—hey 7” 
No, sir, I have done them up as care­ 
fully as if they were for myself,”’ said 
Maze. 
“ Tnat is right, Maze. 
You will see to 
it all for my little girl—see that she gets 
them safe and sound and in the state in 
which they are now 7” 
‘I will see to it all, Mr. W alters ; you 
may rely on me,” said Maze. 
“ It will be worse for you if you do not 
do your duty,” said the old man. 
" Mark 
my words, Maze—worse for you." 
“ Yes, sir,” said Maze, submissively ; 
and with ttfat the old master turned his 
face to the wall and died. 
The last act of 
his life had been to bequeath that box of 
rare old plate to his favorite pupil and 
adopted daughter, Linda. 
When all was over and the br»v® old 
man was buried beneath the shs 
of the 
yew tree, in the churchyard TYToura, 
Maze wrote a letter to Linda, in vfcioh he 
told her of her old father-friend’s be n e s t; 


but he added this paragraph, which some­ 
what spoiled the rest : 
“ I have done my duty and fulfilled my 
promise to my old friend in informing you 
of this legacy ; but now I put it to you to 
say whether or not you will accept it.

JUDGE 
TEM PLE’S 
DECISION. 


The decision of Judge Temple in the 
Gold Hun mining ciac is extremely sble, 
and admirably arranged. 
No more satis­ 
factory presentment of a complicated and 
difficult case could perhaps have been 
made. 
It i« unincumbered by citations of 
authorities ; the points of fact and the 
oenclusiocs of law are marshalled in the 
most lucid manner ; the language is at once 
simple and nervous ; and the findings are so 
free, from ambiguity that it is impossible 
to misapprehend them. 
The Judge finds 
against the defendants on nearly all the law 
points. 
He decides that they have not 
any prescriptive right to uso the navigable 
streams as places of deposit for their tail­ 
ings ; that neither Congress nor the State 
has dedicated the rivers or the lands to 
sucli a purpose ; that no limitation can be 
set up against action by the plaintiff ; that 
the deposit of mining debris in the naviga­ 
ble rivers constitutes a public nuisance; and 
that the hydraulic miners must cease from 
committing this nuisance. 
He makes the 
injunction upon the Gold Run mine per­ 
petual, but with a very important proviso 
and modification. 
The continuance of the 
injunction ia subject to this: "T h at said 
" defendants may at any time, as it shall 
“ bo advised, apply to this Court to have 
“ this decree and restraining order modi- 
"fied or vacated and set aside. 
And 
“ whenever upon such showing it shall ap- 
“ pear that efficient means have been pro­ 
" vided to impound, detain and bold back 
"such tailings at any point on said Amer­ 
ic a n river above Alder creek, and that 
" such means arc sufficient to detain all 
“ bowlders, cobble-stones, gravel and the 
" heavier sand, then said defendants shall 
" be entitled to have said decree vacated 
“ and set aside.” 
It thus appears that Judge Temple takes 
precisely the same view of the subject 
which the R ecord-Union has maintained 
throughout. 
He holds that the contin­ 
uance of hydraulic mining in the absence 
of means of holding back the debris, is 
illegal and against public policy. 
He 
holds that it is entirely practicable so to 
retain the heavier debris that hydraulic 
mining may be continued without farther 
damage or danger. 
He fully accepts and 
indorses the conclusions of Colonel Mendell 
and the R ecor» U nion on these points. 
And instead of decreeing that hydraulic 
mining shall cease and determine, 
he 
merely decrees that it shall be suspended 
until proper remedial measures have been 
applied. 
The decision is characterized by 
an evident desire to Btate the law with 
absolute impartiality, and at the same 
time to conserve both the great interests 
which are in controversy. 
And the most 
remarkable and significant fact about it 
is that the whole line of argument from 
beginning to end ia in effect a crystalliza­ 
tion of the positions taken by this journal, 
and a reproduction, in judicial form, of 
the considerations which led to the enact­ 
ment of the so-called Debris bill. 
Thus through the mazes of litigation 
a circle has been drawn. 
Colonel Men- 
dell and Captain Kads declared that there 
was a remedy for the ovils of hydraulic 
mining, and that it consisted in the con­ 
struction 
of 
dams 
to 
impound 
the 
heavier detritus. 
Jndge 
Temple 
ac­ 
cepts these conclusions, 
and 
declares 
tia t the hydraulic 
miners 
must build 
such dams 
in order to relieve them­ 
selves from the restraint of the injunction. 
The advantage gained by the people of 
the valley by this decision consists in the 
positive announcement that there is no 
law for the reckless prosecution of hy­ 
draulic mining, and that the minera must 
protect their neighbors from injury as a 
condition of resuming their occupation. 
We have in fact arrived through the 
process of the Courts at a virtual com­ 
promise, and curiously enough it is exactly 
what the R ecord-Union has been advo­ 
cating for years. 
If the miners accept this 
decision, and proceed to qualify them­ 
selves under it for the resumption of tbeir 
occupation, the end will have been reached 
for which we have been contending. 
The 
valleys, that is to say, will be effectually 
protected, and the mining interest will not 
be destroyed. 
The Court fcaB evidently been mainly 
iifluenced by the argument on behalf of 
the conservation of the navigable streams ; 
an argument which the Attorney.General 
made bis own in a special way, and which 
he insisted on urging with all the emphasis 
that could be given to it. 
It may be 
doubted whether in the absence of this 
strong point the case would have been won 
for the agricultural interest, and Mr, Hart 
deserves all the credit of this inspiration. 
The Court has not passed apon the ques­ 
tion of the authority of the Attorney- 
General to appear in the suit, preferring to 
leave that point to the Supreme Court. 
It 
has decided against the plaintiff en the 
question of alleged injury to the health 
and drainage of Sacramento, considering 
the allegations of the plaintiff on these 
heads not established. 
And this is a very 
important part of the decision, since it re­ 
ally involves that modification of the per­ 
petual injunction to which allusion has 
been made above. 
Judge Temple in his 
opinion says : “ I have concluded to so 
“ find that when the heavier debris is 
" completely impoadded mining may be 
" resumed, virtually refusing to hold that 
“ the plaintiff may enjoin such operations 
“ as only corrupt the water with mud and 
" render it less suitable for domestic and 
“ other uses.” 
He realizes that it will be 
impossible probably to impound the lighter 
material at all, but he does not believe 
that this lighter sediment will “ add mate- 
“ rially to the permitted evil ” of the 
drift, scam and quartz mining, which of 
itself would discolor the water. 
In this 
he proceeds upon the assumption that the 
alleged intention not to attack the drift, 
seam and quartz miners is in good faith. 
W ithout Buch an exception, also, he sug­ 
gests that “ mining can never be prose- 
“ cuted at all.” 
I t will be seen from th¡B resume that the 
decision affords hope to both parties, and 
that it is not a fatal blow to hydraulic 
mining, even supposing that the miners 
should not conclude to take an appeal from 
it. 
I t promises protection to the valleys, 
and may be said to settle the law points as 
¿o the alleged prescriptive rights of the 
hydraulic miners. 
This determination is 
in accord with the plainest principles of 
equity, and is not likely to be reversed by 
any appellate Court. 
As regards the pro­ 
viso to the decree, it is of course for the 
miners to determine whether they will ac­ 
cept this virtual compromise, or whether 
they will take the case to the Supreme 
Court and try to secure the reversal of the 
injunction. 
But in either ease it ia a safe 
prediction that the right to injure the 
property of 
others will not 
again be 
asserted in a California Csurt.

incoherent and wandering statement to 
the effect that 
they 
distrust 
Colonel 
Mendell for no better reason than be­ 
cause he has been doing hit duty with­ 
out 
any 
regard 
to their crude 
and 
ignorant notions. 
They show that they 
have no other ground for dissatisfaction 
with him than the fact that he does not 
indorse tkcir fallacies. 
They want an en­ 
gineer who will let them make his conclu­ 
sions, and this they also allow to be seen. 
They declare that they are “ unalterably 
“ opposed to his brush and stone dam pro- 
“ jects for impounding the debris." 
We 
cannot 
perceive, 
however, that 
their 
“ unalterable oppostion ” constitutes an 
impeachment of Colonel Mendell. 
The 
only reasonable conclusion to be derived 
from it is that he understands what is 
necessary, and that they do not. 
In truth 
they have put themselves in a most absurd 
position. 
Knowing nothing of engineer 
ing science, they presume to attack the 
motives of an eminent engineer, merely 
and solely because his science leads him 
to conclusions which differ radically from 
the guesses of their ignorance. When, how­ 
ever, they attem pt to fortify themselves by 
asserting that the dam project which 
was partially tried here “ was a total fail- 
“ ure,” they put their names to a false­ 
hood, 
The brush dams were not total 
failures. 
They impounded large quanti­ 
ties of debris, and but for the grossly unfair 
treatm ent they received they would most 
certainly have done much more. 
But Col­ 
onel Mendell advocates stone dams, and of 
their effectiveness the seven foolish Super­ 
visors assuredly know nothing, though they 
recklessly denounce them. 
I t ia both in­ 
teresting and significant that Judge Jack­ 
son Temple, in his decision in the Gold Run 
case, fully accepts and indorses the conclu­ 
sions of Colonel Mendell, and bases his 
final decree upon them. The Judge believes 
in dams for impounding debris, and he does 
not question Colonel Mendell's science in 
any particular. 
This is the natural dif­ 
ference between knowledge and ignorance. 
In short, these very foolish Supervisors 
have committed themselves to a “ me­ 
morial ” which asks for the removal of a 
most efficient officer because he is not pre­ 
judiced, and which bises its distrust of him 
upon the fact that he has recommended the 
only plan which intelligent people who 
have studied the subject regard as practica­ 
ble and desirable.

M a in e R e p u b lic a n S ta te C o n v e n tio n . 
^ P o r t l a n d , June 13tb.—The Republican 
State Convention met this morniug, and was 
called to order by Senator Frye. 
Frye then nominated for temporary Chair­ 
man Eugene Hale, who was received with 
much enthusiasm. 
Hale said : One of the largest Conventions 
ever held in Maine attests the undying vigor 
of the Republican party of the State. This 
campaign must end the contest. 
A Gov­ 
ernor, Congressmen, Senators and county 
officers are to be chosen. You do not want 
Governor Plaisted to be continued in his seat, 
but you do want a distinguished and eloquent 
colleague to retain his seat in the Senate for 
six years more. [Great applause.] 
Hale believed the President was trying to 
bring all shades of the Republican party into 
accord. 
He had a difficult t sk, but dis­ 
charged it wisely. 
Colonel Robie was nominated for Gov­ 
ernor on the first ballot by 32 majority. 
The following resolutions were adopted : 
First—That the right of every qualified 
voter to cast his ballot and have it honestly 
counted is the fundamental principle of re­ 
publican government, which must be main­ 
tained by law impartially enforced. The 
majority thus determined must rule and the 
minority must submit. 
Second—Free schools must be maintained 
and uni versal .education secured, as a basis of 
national security and prosperity. 
Third — American industries and labor 
should be protected against the unjust com­ 
petition of the product of cheap foreign labor 
by a protective tariff. 
Fourth—American shipping and shipbuild­ 
ing should be encouraged by a modification 
of our navigation laws, so as to discriminate 
in favor and not against our shipping inter­ 
ests, and by such ether assistance as the Gov­ 
ernment may properly render this great na­ 
tional interest. 
We protest against this per­ 
sistent efforts cf our friends of free trade, or 
misnamed “ revenue reform,” to grant Ameri­ 
can registry to foreign-built ships, as certain 
to destroy our shipbuilding industry. 
Fifth—The only full legal tender money 
authorized by the Constitution to be coined 
or ivued in time of peace is gold and silver. 
The dollar of one should be coined so as to 
possets the same intrinsic value aa the dollar 
of the other; and all paper currency should 
be redeemable in one or the other. 
We dep­ 
recate the efforts made to overthrow the 
present banking system of the nation, secur­ 
ing as it dees to the people a currency con­ 
venient, uniform, elastic in volume, of equal 
value in all States, and absolutely safe from 
loss in the hands of holders. 
Sixth—The rapid payment of our war 
debt, while the debts of other nations are 
increasing, affords conclusive proof of the 
wisdom of our financial measures, and calls 
for a continuance of the same policy until 
every dollar cf this debt shall be paid. 
Seventh—We are unutterably opposed to 
the abolition or reduction of the internal 
revenue tax on liquors, and demand that all 
possible reduction of taxation shall be made 
upon necessaries, and not upon luxuries. 
The resolutions proceed to declare iu favor 
of economy in public expenditures ; liberal 
pensions to soldiers and sailors of the late 
war ; refer with pride to the record of the Re­ 
publican party in the prohibition of the 
liquor traffic, which has been practically an­ 
nihilated in a large portion of the State ; 
recommend submission to the people of a 
constitutional prohibitory amendment. They 
continue th u s: 
Tenth—We emphatically condemn the at­ 
tempt of Governor Plaisted to supersede, and 
thus punish, Associate Justice Libbey, for 
rendering *uch opinions in the counting out 
proceedings of 1878 and 1880 as commended 
themselves to his judgment and conscience, 
although not in accord with the policy of the 
1 arty with which he was then and is now con­ 
nected. 
We heartily approve the course of 
the Executive Council in refusing to allow so 
able, so conscientious and so acceptable a 
a Judge to be set aside for partisau, personal 
re ;sons, which should have no place in ju­ 
dicial appointments, and which would tend 
to destroy the independence of the judiciary. 
Then follow thanks to the Republican ma­ 
jority in Congress for its action in the tissue 
ballot frauds, opposition to polygamy, ^ re- 
fural to reduce the tax on whisky, distribu­ 
tion of the Geneva award to actual losers, 
measures looking to a reduction of taxation 
and a revision of the tariff. 
The resolutions also recognize the calamity 
in the death of President Garfield, and ten­ 
dering President Arthur assurances of confi­ 
dence. 
The Convention proceeded to vote for Con­ 
gressional candidates, and Thomas B. Reed, 
Nelson Dingley, Charles A. Boutelfe and 
áetb D. Milliken were accepted as the nomi­ 
nees of the Convention.

10.CAL INTELLIGENCE. 


YESTERDAY'S SOLAR PHENOMENA 
The circle seen around the Bun yesterday 
afternoon is known in meteorological science 
as an halo of about 22' radius, and is ex­ 
plained by Professor l»omis, of Yale Col­ 
lege, as follows : 4‘ Halos are circles of prie- 
^jnxtic colors farmed around the eun or moon. 
Whenever halos are formed about the sun, 
the air is filled with fine prismatic crystals of 
ice* and these crystals occupy every possible 
position with respect to the sun’s light. The 
halo of 2T radius (the size of the one yes­ 
terday) is formed by the light of the sun 
shining through these crystals of ice. 
The inner edge of the circle is colored red, 
and is quite well defined ; the outer edge is 
of a pale blue, and is not sharply defined. 
Such a circle is never seen when the sky is 
perfectly clear, but only when it is hazy. and 
presents a dull, milky appearance, that halos 
<ot any decree of brilliancy are seen* Such a 
halo may bo formed in midsummer, because 
at a moderate elevation above the earth’s sur­ 
face the condensed vapor of the air is froz°n 
even in the hottest weather. The production 
of halos may be experimentally illustrated by 
crystallizing tome salt like alum upon a gUs* 
plate, and then looking through the plate' at 
the sun or a candle. A few drop$ of a satu­ 
rated solution of alum spread over a plate of 
gla*s will soon cover it with a layer of minnte 
crystals. If we place the eye close behind the 
smooth side of the glass and look at a candle, 
we shall see the candle surrounded by three 
halos of different dimensions. Kach crystal 
of alum is a regular octaedron, with the six 
anglas truncated, forming the outline of a 
cube. It has therefore faces inclined to each 
other at angles of ?0\ WP and 110°, and these 
angles occupy every p. sdble poei.ion with 
respect to the glaes plate. Tht smallest halo 
Is formed by the refraction of the rays of 
fight through a pair of faces inclined to each 
other at an angle ^ of 70*; the second halo is 
formed by a pair of faces inclined to each 
other 90°, and the third halo by faces inclined 
at an angle of 110°.” The display yesterday 
w*f.Vry brilliant, and the colors almost a» 
well defined as they are in a rainbow, showing 
that the light cirrus clouds was of just 
sufficient density to produce a well defined 
outline of refracted light, of each color super­ 
posed one apon aaother, of the different 
colors of the spectrum, beginning with red 
next the sun, and ending in pa’e bloe on the 
extreme outer limit of the circle or haló. 


D on’t Lire thk E ast.—Yesterday after­ 
noon when the t migrant train arjjved from 
the East it had on board twenty-three China­ 
men, en route from Boston to San Francirco. 
One of the Chinamen, who seemed to be a 
very intelligent fellow, wai interviewed by a 
reporter. He spoke as follows : “ I left San 
Fraoleoo two yt-ars ago for Boston, and have 
lived in that city ever since. The Chinese in 
the East get very small wages in comparison 
to what they are paid for labor in California. 
The women and glrU employed in the large 
factories in th»» E tetero cities work for less 
wages than do the Chines? domestics in Cali­ 
fornia. From what I know about Bo-ton, 
and what I have learned about X-jw York, 
the Chinese in those two cities do net get 
more than one half as mu^h for their labor-jas 
do their countrymen in California. Tne 
Chinese are posted on the E astern labor 
question, and for the present, at least, there 
will bj no further emigration of Chinese 
from California to the East. As many as can 
will return to the Pacific slope. Tho Chinese 
treaty suits the Chinese in lha United States. 
We don’t want any more of our countrymen 
to come here for the presen*. More Chinese 
means a greater redaction in the price of 
labor, and of course that works a hardship 
on the thousands of oar people alrexdy here. 
There are but comparatively few Chinamen 
in the East, and those are all located in the 
Urge cities. 1 am going to engage in the 
manufacture of boots and shoes in San Fran­ 
cisco.” Just then the train pu led out. John 
sang out good bye, and went on his way re­ 
joicing to think that he had once more reached 
the sunny land of his adoption. 
R eminiscence op ’49.—Thirty-three years 
yesterday George W. Chesley, of this 
city, arrived in California. Yesterday he 
collected around him at his office in his store, 
on Front street, quite a number of the mem­ 
ber* of the Pioneer Association, and broke 
open a basket of champagne. When called 
upon to give an account of his early days in 
California, Mr. Chesley spoke as follows: 
“ Thirty*three years ago to day. on tbe 13:h 
day of June, 1849, I arrived in the harbor of 
San Francisco. I came on tbe steamer Ore­ 
gon. Captain Pierson, the second trip she 
made from Panama. I immediately went 
into the auction business in San Francisco. 
The name of the auction house was Johnson, 
Chesley & Clark, and our Discs of business 
was on Washington street. In 1850 I came to 
Sacramento and engaged in buying and sell­ 
ing horses and mules in the horse market. I 
followed that business for qnite a while, and 
frequently made from one hundred to two 
hundred dollars per day. Tiring of horse 
trading, I formed a partnership with A. J. 
Bryant, late Mayor of San Francisco, and 
went into mercantile business on Front street 
in this city. The morning after the great fire 
of 1852 I went to San Francisco, where I re­ 
mained until 1855. In 1853, while in San 
Francisco, Governor Bigler appointed me a 
Notary Public. In 1855 I returned to this 
city, located permanently, and ever since have 
called Sacramento my home.”

The meeting for the celebration of the 
Fourth of July held its third session last 
evening. Mayor Brown presiding, O. P. 
Dodge, Secretary. 
W. H. Mills, in behalf of tbe Literary 
Committee, reported that iu its opinion there 
should be (under the regulation agreed on by 
the committee to have the exercises at even­ 
ing) reading of the Declaration, prayer, ora­ 
tion and instrumental music. It had accord­ 
ingly selected as Chaplain, Rev. Dr. Deal; 
Reader, J. T. Carey ; Orator, Henry Edger- 
ton. The report was received. Subsequently 
it was tak*n up and adopted, and the Com­ 
mittee on Vocal Music discharged, it report­ 
ing also in favor of the plan ef the Literary 
Committee. 
The Chair then called on the various com­ 
mittees to report. 
Finance Committee—D. Lubin, for tbe 
First Ward, reported $1,114 50 collected and 
$107 50 outstanding, with a few more to see, 
who would contribute. The committee was 
thanked and given further time. Second Ward 
—J. W. WÜson reported a canvass of twodays, 
with $388 subscribed or collected as a result. 
He thought the ward would raise it to $400. 
Third Ward—Mr. Kirn said the effort to get 
the committee together had thus far failed. 
He asked for a new committee, and Fred. 
Kirn, J. T. Griffitts, P. H. Russell, C. H. 
Stevens, Philip Seibenthaler, C. V. Kellogg, 
J. T. Carey, A. J. Rhoads, Samuel Blair 
and E. E. Ames were appointed, and 9 j$0 a. 
m. to-day at the Hall of Records appointed 
fur them to meet. Fourth Ward—A. S. Hop­ 
kins reported $500 collected, $25 more prom­ 
ised, and thought the ward would raise in all 
$350. The Third Ward was again discussed, 
and in the estimates it was agreed that the 
ward ought to raise $500. 1 his made the 
total something less than $2,400. 
The Committees on Instrumental Music, 
Printing, Fireworks, Carriages, Representa­ 
tion of States and Territories, and Repre­ 
sentation of George and Martha Washington 
reported progress, and wgre granted further 
time. 
The Grand Marshal reported that he had 
been enabled by courtesy of the Record- 
U nion to publish an address of invitation to 
the people of the interior. He had sent 
printed invitations Betting out the plan cf 
celebration in detail to over seventy civic 
societies. He had sent invitations to promi­ 
nent officials. He had invited organizations 
from many towns and cities. He had named 
his aids and subdivided the body into com­ 
mittees on display by Pioneers, Mexicacs, 
Continental Guard, on mining and trades 
representations, etc., etc., and expected re­ 
ports from his committees Wednesday even­ 
ing.G. W. Hancock, from the Committee on 
Equestrian Display, reported that his com­ 
mittee coaid insure that part of the proces­ 
sion to be a success. Already twenty-six 
ladies had given their pledge to appear in the 
line on horseback, and many would be es­ 
corted by gentlemen. Ladies from various 
points in the county and State were yet to be 
heard from, and there would certainly be a 
large cavalcade in line, and it would be, he 
thought, one of the most striking features of 
the entire celebration. The expense would 
be very light. * 
Mr. Lubin, from the Committee on Repre­ 
sentation of States and Territories, reported 
that the cost would not exceed $75 Mr. 
Karcher desired instructions to the Printing 
Committee as to what expense to go to. The 
Fireworks Committee, through A. J. 
Rhoads, desired instructions as to the amount 
to contract for. Messrs. Sullivan and Ficks, 
from the Carriage Committee, said $10 woald 
cover the cost, the officials in the city saying 
they did not wish the committee to furnish 
carriages for them, as they intended to fur­ 
nish their own. 
S. J. Jackson and A. S. Greenlaw, from 
the Committee cn Decorations, reported esti­ 
mates for five cars and platform for literary 
exercises to bs $313, exclusive of horses. 
The committee was instructed not to 
exceed $268. exclusive of horses, which 
it 
was 
stated 
it 
was 
believed 
could be borrowed. Mr. Hamilton and Mr. 
Berkey reported the probable cost of uni­ 
form*. etc., for the Continental Guard and 
the Washington display to be not to exceed 
$100. It was estimated that the Grand 
Marshal’s expense would fall within $100, 
and clerical expenses not exceed $50. The 
Fireworks Committee was authorized to con­ 
tract to the extent of $850. Salutes were 
estimated at $40, printing at $200, aid to 
fire department display at $100. For fire- 
baloons $25 was voted. On the question of 
instrumental music there was a loDg consul­ 
tation, but no definite conclusion reached, the 
estimate of $500 being considered by some 
too gre:.t, and by others not excessive. John 
Lifferty was, by request of the Decoration 
Committee,' added to that body. 
When all the estimates were in, tbe Chair 
announced that they exceeded the amounts re­ 
ported and expected from the Fioanc? Com­ 
mittees by some $300. It was the general 
expression that the $3,000 first asked for will 
be needed, and that a vigorous effort should be 
made to raise it, while every expense should 
be carefully guarded from running to excess. 
The meeting then adjourned, to reassemble 
Friday evening at 8 o’clock at the Court­ 
house, to hear further reports and to further 
consider the matter of the celebration. A 
very patriotic spirit pervaded the meeting, 
and the general sentiment was that the pro­ 
posed celebration will be made to exceed in 
all details all former ones here. 


BUSINESS IN SACRAMENTO. 
A reporter took a stroll yesterday through 
that portion of the city occupied by the 
wholesale merchants. He found them all 
busily engaged in putting up and shipping 
goods, and found out from inquiry of the pro­ 
prietors that they were all doing a thriving 
business. Sacramento merchants now supply 
nearly, if not quite all, the trade of Amador, 
El Dorado, Placer and Nevada counties. The 
people of those sections have become cpn- 
vinced that they can do much better trading 
.with the Sacramento merchants than they 
can with Chose of San Francisco. Tbe three 
Hour mills of the city are running night and 
day and turning out 1,000 barrels cf the best 
flour made in the world every twenty- 
four hours. 
Sacramento flour has a 
reputation all over the Pacific slope 
and through the Southern States as being 
about the best that is made.. The pork-pack- 
iog establishment of Mohr k Yoerk has been 
recently greatly enlarged, and to day they 
are furnishing almost the entire coast with 
hams and bacon that are far superior to any­ 
thing that is imported from the East. The 
foundries and machine shops are all full of 
work, and keep a large force of men con­ 
stantly employed in each. The wholesale 
fruit and produce dealers, of which there are 
several large firms in this city, are doing a 
large business. In a few days, when the 
fruit crop comes in, tho?e firms will use a 
small army of fruit-packers and ship a train 
of fruit from this city every day. The Cap­ 
ital Packing Companv, on Front street, 
are employing over one hundred hands, and 
in a few days will double their force. They 
are canning and shipping East thirty-five 
tons of salmon per week. They have eighty- 
five women and girli employed in canning 
cherries, apricots, etc. Uae of the busiest 
places in the city is the box factory of 
Matthew Cooke & Son. Here you find a 
large number of hands, principally boys and 
girls, engaged in the manufacture of fruit 
boxes and crateB and berry and grape baskets. 
This firm are turning cue thousands of boxes 
and crate* daily, and they give every biy 
and girl that comes along and wants work, 
employment. The Ci»| ifcal Packing Com­ 
pany and Cooke k Son*.. b*x factory are fast 
settling the question, “ What shall we do 
with our boys and girls ? * 
The railroad shops iu Sacramento employ 
over 1,500 men, and in a short time this num­ 
ber will be increased to 2,000.

PACIFIC TURN-BEZIRK. 
The eighth grand festival of the Pacifie 
Turn Bezirk will be hell in Sacramento on 
the 17th, 18th, 19th and 20 :h of June. There 
are sixteen Societies cf Turners in this State, 
Oregon and Nevada, which constitute what 
is called the PaciBc Tarn-Bezirk. They are 
all incorporated institutions, and receive 
charters from and belong to the North 
American Turner Union. The object of 
these Societies is the mental and physical 
ievelopment of man j to make their mem­ 
bers—who afe nearly all German—acquainted 
wi h the laws of the United States, and 
make of them good and law abiding citizens.

They are 
also in some respects a military body, and 
considerable attention is paid to military 
drill. In many of their clubs they form dra­ 
matic companies, for the purpose of giving 
amateur entertainments. 
The Societies 
which will be represented at the coming 
festival are located at Sacramento, Oakland, 
Stockton, San Jose, Los Angeles, Virginia 
City, Marysville, Petaluma. Napa, Portland, 
< )regon ; San Luis Obispo, Redwood Citv and 
three Societies from San Francisco. There 
are also three or four independent organiza­ 
tions of Turners which will be present at the 
festival, and compete for prizes. The mem­ 
bership of the Sacramento Turn Verein is 
about 100, among whom are some cf onr 
most respected citizens. 
OmBaturday evening, June 17th, the vis­ 
iting members of the Society will be met at 
the depot by the Sacramento Society of Turn- 
Verein. From thence to Turner Hall there 
will be a grand torchlight procession, under 
escort of the military companies in the city."

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Railroad Progress. 
San F rancisco, June 13th.—Work on the 
Atlantic and Pacific Railroad at _ Mohave is 
moving forward slowly. Track is laid east 
for twenty-one miles, and graders and sur­ 
veyors are out twenty miles further. No 
work has been done on the Southern Pacific 
road in Texas since June l»t, owing to the 
character of the country. It is rough and 
mountainous, aBd bridging and tunneling are 
necessary. Southeasterly from the bridge 
over the Ilio Grande at El Paso the track is 
laid over 320 miles. 
Arrivals from China. 
San F rancisco, June 13th.—The British 
steamers Averly and Anger Head arrived to­ 
day, tbe former ffflm Hongkong via Portland, 
where ehe discharged most of her coolie 
cargo, the latter from Hongkong direct, with 
over 800 Chinese. Both are in a cleanly con­ 
dition, and have no disease on board ; but as 
a matter of precaution they will be held in 
quarantine! The Money Market. 
San F rancisco, June 13th.—Tbe demand 
for money is quiet. It is tbe season of the 
year to expect just this condition of thing».. 
The outcome of the crops is the point of in­ 
terest just now. The harvesters are entering 
the fields in all directions. The early fruits 
are now coming forward. These require but 
comparatively little money to handle. Later 
on there will be demand for grain loans. The 
rate for call loans is 
per cent., and the 
extreme for commercial loans are 7@10 per 
cent. Mortgage paper is taken by the sav­ 
ings banks at 7@9 per cent., and the borrower 
relieved of all obligations for taxes to the ex­ 
tent of the lien on hia property. Drafts on 
New York sell at par to 5c premium per 
$100 ; telegrams on do, 5@l0c per $100; 
London exchange, 4!*j l for bank hills, and 
49$(6j49| 1 for commer'cial; refined silver, 
llfe lli per cent, discount; Mexican dollars, 
92i@93c apiece, nominal. 
Advices from Bonolulu. 
San F rancisco, June 13‘.b.—The steamer 
City of San Francisco arrived this eveniog 
from Honolulu, bringing the following news: 
H onolulu, June 6*h, 
A remarkable revolution has taken place 
in the politics of this littls kingdom. The 
King’s late Prime Minister, Green, and his 
colleagues resigned their offices on the 19;h 
of May, and immediately the King eent for 
Hon. Walter Murray GibsoD, the popular 
representative cf Honolulu, to for in a new 
Government. The new Ministry are Mr. 
Gib30D, Minister of Foreign Affiirs and 
Prime Minister; Hon Simon K. Kv*i, Min­ 
ister of tho interior; Hon. John E. Bush, 
Minister of Finance; Elward Pres-on, At­ 
torney-General. This change of Govern­ 
ment in the little State signifies a radical 
departure from 
the former order of 
things. 
Tho Dew Prime Minister repre­ 
sents a young Hawaii progressive sentiment, 
oppoeed to the fm in-r politico-missionary 
clique influences. He is an earnest advocate 
of a treaty of reciprocity with the United 
States, and assisted iu the negotiations at 
Washington in 18C9. He id especially identi­ 
fied with measures for the repopalation and 
sanitary improvement of the Kingdom. 
Among ether immigration movements, he 
advocates the immigration of c ilored people 
from the Southern States of America into 
these islands. Mr, Gibson’s accession to 
power has been the occasion of a general 
demonstration of confidence and satisfaction. 
The Hawaiian Legislative Assembly is now 
in session. An imfhigralloa loan bill for 
$500,000 brought in by thdlate Ministry, 
mainly designed for the supply of Chinree 
and Hindoos for the planters, has been de­ 
feated. The native legislators, devoted to 
their independence, are determined not to be 
overrun with Chinese or other Asiatics. 
It is now clearly estimated that the largest 
production of sugar of this archipelago, under 
the most favorable conditions of ample capi­ 
tal and labor, could not much exceed 120,000. 
tons. Gross exaggerations of tho BUgar pro­ 
duction c f these islands have been disssemi- 
nated. 
There is now a very hopeful feeling about 
the cure of leprosy among the Hawaiians. 
Quite a number are about to be discharged 
from the hospital as cured. 
Tbe Observance of tbe Fonrtb. 
San Francisco, June 13th.—A meeting 
was held to-night by the committee of 200 
appointed to make arrangements for tbe 
proper observance of the Fourth of July. 
The committee appointed Captain William 
Blanding Grand Marshal, Captain W, L. 
Merry President of the Day, Robert Cleary 
Secretary? aud Frank J. Murphy Assistant 
Secretary. A long discussion arose as to the 
manner in which the celebration shall be con­ 
ducted, when the meeting finally resolved to 
leave the question of arrangement and the 
appointment of the various committees to 
the Grand Marshal and President of the Day, 
Som ething New In the Way of Municipal 
Government. 
San F rancisco, Jane 13ih.—Pursuant to 
a published call, a meeting was held to-night 
in front of the Mint, which was attended by 
several hundred citizens. The meeting was 
called to order by R. E. Shannon. A plan 
was presented and adopted, as follows : It is 
proposed to divide the city into twelve dis­ 
tricts. All the women and children shall be 
enrolled who are oppoeed to Chinese slaves. 
Those enrolled shall nominate twelve Coun­ 
cilors, who shall be elected by the citi­ 
zens at large. 
The Councilors are to 
have entire charge of the Mnnicpal 
affairs, and shall hold their office daring the 
will of the people. The will cf the people, 
as expressed in the meeting, shall be consid­ 
ered sufficient authority for all acts of the 
Councilors. Each district of . the city shall 
have 2,000 free soldiers, to be enrolled for 
scientific warfare, and shall he called the 
Army of Freedom. This army shall not be 
disbanded nntH liberty, justice and equity 
shall prevail. 
Geographical Society of tbe Paeiflc,| 
San Francisco, June 13th.—This evening 
the Geographical Society of the Pacific held 
a meeting, at which was presented a majority 
and minority report in regard to the Inter- 
oceanic Canal. Tnemajorityreportfaveredthe 
Nicaragua route. The report was signed by 
William Aldrich, B. B. Redding and Thomas 
E. Slevins, The majority-report was adopted, 
The minority report, which favored the Pana­ 
ma ronte, was signed by A. McF. Davis.
